DIAMOND JUBILEE CONVOCATION 



The University of Alberta celebrated 
its sixtieth anniversary with the special 
Diamond Jubilee Convocation on May 
13, 1968, at the Northern Alberta Ju¬ 
bilee Auditorium. 

At the Convocation, the University ad¬ 
mitted to the degree of Doctor of Laws 
honoriscausa, His Excellency U Thant, 
Secretary General of the United Na¬ 
tions; the Right Honorable Pierre 
Elliot Trudeau, Prime Minister of 
Canada; and Dr. William G. Schneider, 
President of the National Research 
Council of Canada. 










The Right Honorable Pierre Elliot 
Trudeau addressed the Diamond 
Jubilee Convocation. 

Dr. Trudeau commended the Univer¬ 
sity on its past development and the 
renown University of Alberta gradu- 
ates'have amassed throughout the 
world. He felt that the University has, 
because of certain unique conditions, 
reason to celebrate the accomplish¬ 
ments of their sixtieth anniversary. 
“Landlocked though you are in this 
province, you are as aware of and as 
responsive to the interdependent 
nature of life on this planet in this cen¬ 
tury as are people anywhere. The 
youngest schoolchild in the most re¬ 
mote agricultural community in this 
province knows that the wheat from 
his father’s farm is destined to be con¬ 
sumed, not simply by his neighbors, 
but in such faraway countries as Eng¬ 
land, or China or Brazil, or the Soviet 
Union. Every Albertan knows the 
greater part of the province’s petro¬ 
leum and natural gas production is 
carried by giant pipelines to markets 
thousands of miles distant. The rich 
cultural diversity of your population 
provides daily evidence of the special 
skills, talents, and traits possessed by 
persons who have come here from 
many landsand many partsoftheworld. 

“This is a fortunate setting for a com¬ 
munity of scholars: a place where there 
isapredispositiontoopen-mindedness 
and enquiry; a place not tied up in a 
monotone culture or restricted by nar¬ 
row horizons; a place with an outlook 
as broad as your prairie landscapes 
and an awareness as high as your skies. 
Scholars know that only in such a set¬ 
ting can a university pursue its proper 
purpose; to seek out, as the motto of 
The University of Alberta states, 
Quaecumque vera.” 








Dr. U. Thant, Secretary General of the 
United Nations, addressed the Univer¬ 
sity Public Forum on the evening of the 
Diamond Jubilee Convocation. In his 
address Dr. Thant speculated on the 
future of the United Nations. “I main¬ 
tain the view that the United Nations is 
going to live, going to grow from 
strength provided the peoples of the 
United Nations want it to be strong. 
Like all human organizations, if the 
constituent units wish the organization 
to be strong, then it will be strong. If 
the member states wish it to remain 
weak it will remain weak. The answer 
is as simple as that.” He went on to 
say that his one great consolation was 
that Canada was ‘dedicated to the 
ideas and ideals of the Charter.’ “The 
people of Canada are so dedicated to 
the ideals of the Charter that I feel en¬ 
couraged when I visit a member state 
like Canada.” 

The motivation for the organization of 
the United Nationswas peace. But how 
is peace as well as harmony within the 
one hundred and twenty-four member 
organization to be maintained? Dr. 
Thant felt that part of the answer lies 
in our attitude: ”... a new frame of 
mind and a fresh approach to all prob¬ 
lems ...” Dr. Thant feels that modern 
industrial countries are stressing too 
much the academic, vocational educa¬ 
tion rather than the humanitarian edu¬ 
cation. “The stress on technology and 
the stress on the development of the 
intellect at the expense of the moral 
and spiritual development is leading 
humanity from one crisis to another.” 
Dr. Thant appealed to those who were 
leaders of thought and leaders of men 
to give special attention to the edu¬ 
cational processes and policies of 
your government, of your province.

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C.U.S. REFERENDUM For three years now the U. of A. has not belonged to the Canadian Union of Stu¬ 

dents. During this period various criticisms have been made stating that CUS 
misrepresents students with certain of its attitudes and policies. Only 30% of eligi¬ 
ble institutions in Canada are now part of CUS. 
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At the end of January this year the 
student body was asked to reconsider 
its position and to express its wish by 
means of a referendum. We had heard 
Marilyn Pilkington and Martin Loney, 
president elect of CUS, debate the is¬ 
sue in November. Was a vote for CUS 
a vote for its policies? Could the or¬ 
ganization be changed from within, if 
change was required? Would a second 
national union of non-members be a 
more feasible alternative? These were 
some of the questions with which the 
students had to come to grips. Then 
the vote came: “Do you favor the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Students’ Union re¬ 
joining the Canadian Union of Stu¬ 
dents?” Results: 1,754 yes, 5,267 no. 
The Student Council can now put all 
its energies behind the study of other 
alternatives. Or will there be another 
vote next year? 
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SUGARBUSH 



After long weeks of immobilizing tem¬ 
peratures, U of A students celebrated 
by taking in the lumberjack frolic 
known as Sugarbush. On hand were 
the muscle-bound prideofthel 1 men’s 
fraternities to compete at such manly 
pastimes as log-sawing, tug-of-war, 
squaw wrestling and beard-growing. 

Delta Kappa Epsilon came out first in 
the woodsman class, excelling all 
others with the two-handled saw.

Volunteers are only sent abroad in response to specific requests for their 
WHAT’S c.u.s.o.? services from governmental and other agencies overseas. They work under 

conditions of service roughly equivalent to those of their local counter¬ 
parts in their host country. It is hoped that C.U.S.O will help provide 
some of the middle-level manpower desperately needed by countries 
pursuing socioeconomic development plans, while at the same time promoting 









increased understanding among the participants, as a gesture of inter¬ 
national goodwill and cooperation. It is generally agreed that the volunteer 
will gain more than he will give during his two years overseas. 

But in addition to the immense educational benefits and personal satis¬ 
faction derived from his experience, he will also be able to make a very 
significant contribution to his host country. Besides the increased 
understanding between the participating countries, C.U.S.O. also feels that 
it will be to the ultimate benefit of Canada to have Canadians in various 
professions who have had first-hand experience overseas.

VALEDICTORY 



The ritual in which we are now participating marks a 
significant watershed in the lives of most of us. 

It marks, in the first place, a change in one aspect of our 
social status — a change for which we have tangible evi¬ 
dence in the form of an appropriately inscribed parch¬ 
ment. This piece of paper, accompanied by transcripts 
of varying degrees of impressiveness and by personal 
recommendations of varying degrees of enthusiasm, 
constitutes our first weapon of attack — or perhaps 
our first line of defence against that nameless terror 
(referredxto invidiously as the System, or alternatively 
as the Real World) which we are about to confront. 

More importantly, Convocation marks for us, as it has 
marked for our predecessors, a change in the nature of 
our responsiblities. Emerging from a relatively pro¬ 
longed academic gestation period, we are now required 
to act on our provisional decisions, to bring tentative 
judgments formed in a rarefied academic atmosphere 
into contact with things as they are. We are therefore 
both entitled and compelled to assess the value of the 
learning process in which we have participated. 

Judging from the tenor of many recent discussions 
about the University, some of us think that we have been 
misdirected, stifled, and even repressed. This sort of 
claim, apart from the absurd apocalyptic context in which 
it has often been asserted, carries a certain amount of 
force. We have all been exposed to entrenched incom¬ 
petents, firmly embedded in the administrative, aca¬ 
demic, or in our own social and scholastic hierarchy; 
and we have all been disturbed by the impersonality 
which in some areas is the corollary of a large and ex¬ 
panding organization. 

It would be naive to assume that these problems are 
easily eradicable. But it is a much more serious error to 
become obsessed with them to the extent of forgetting 
the much greater significance of the opportunities af¬ 


forded us for personal growth. Intellectual ferment, cul¬ 
tural interchange, academic excellence and excitement, 
a multiplicity of organized and (for want of a better word!) 
spontaneous extra-curricular activities — all these things 
have been here for us. I am confident that, for most of 
us, the built-in harassments and structural rigidities of 
the University are of small importance in the context 
of the positive contribution it has made to our lives. 

Perhaps this is an excessively sanguine view — at any 
rate, it is a conjecture which could not in principle be 
substantiated by a simple majority vote — because, in 
the last analysis, it involves the question of whether the 
University has taught us to live not just more gracefully, 
but more usefully. 

If it has, then we have emerged with a residue of reality- 
oriented idealism which will find, for most of us, positive 
expression in our personal lives and in social action. 
If it has, we will not allow our sensitivity to be stultified 
in affluence, or substitute the platitudes of the dilettante 
do-gooder for a consistent personal commitment. If 
we’ve emerged with a reasonable approximation of 
either a liberal or a legitimately scientific education, we 
will constantly attempt to re-examine our most funda¬ 
mental presuppositions, so that our ideas do not become 
ossified shibboleths. 

These expectations have been expressed, in differing 
idioms and with differing levels of evangelical fervour, 
to every graduating class. But they are never liable to 
to be anachronistic, and it is probably not an excessive 
distortion of historical perspective to assert that their 
filment has never been more important than it is now. 

Whatever we have formally studied, we have had the 
chance to learn and to grow. We have now the obliga¬ 
tion to continue to do so within the framework of our 
individual careers. 



CLASS HISTORY

We each have differing memories of our university 
career. The courses I have followed, the friends I have 
chosen, and the activities I have joined have not been 
synonymous with yours. But behind the disguise of 
Freshman Introduction Week we discovered a university 
to which we reacted in many similar ways. 

We found it disconcerting to be a computer card num¬ 
ber, and sought means to become an individual with¬ 
in a mass of students. We found it to some extent in 
our particular studies and round of participation. Christ¬ 
mas examinations taught us the necessity of achieving 
a balance of the two, a balance satisfactory to us and to 
the standards of academics we were asked to meet. 

We looked for a means of involvement, of understand¬ 
ing how our educational system relates to an era of 
electronically processed data and to the society out¬ 
side the world of the university. As this happens in the 
individual, so it occurs in the university as a whole. Both 
have experienced pressure to re-evaluate and re-define 
their roles within society. Continued expansion of the 
campus and enrolment beyond the scope previously 
contemplated has made this increasingly difficult to 
accomplish. A structure with the complexity of the uni¬ 
versity resists change, but today we are witnessing, and 
have been a part of, the beginning of such a change. 
How to take on the vitality of the future and at once re¬ 
tain the standards of the past that continue to be valid 
and relevant is a problem. 

As students we have shared a common process of edu¬ 
cation. We have been exposed to new thoughts and 
ideas, new problems and new ways to solve them. We 
are aware of leaving with a broader viewpoint than we 
possessed on entrance. But we must guard against be¬ 
lieving that the approaches we have learned are the 
only formulae. Perhaps the ability, and the courage to 
doubt is the most important gain we have made. To ap¬ 
ply what we have made while remaining open to new 
ideas may become a difficulty not easy to surpass. We 
can easily become involved deeply enough that we lose 
the clarity of perception which allows accurate and ob¬ 
jective judgement of an issue. J. Robert Oppenheimer 
once wrote: “There are children playing in the street 
who could solve some of my top problems in physics, 
for they have modes of perception that I lost long ago”. 
If this has been one result of our further education, we 
have experienced some measure of failure. To accept 
as immutable the present methods and structure is to 
lose the capacity to perceive the situation afresh. There 


is also a danger of forgetting that the theories we have 
learned can hide the fact that often there is no set solu¬ 
tion for a problem. We have learned that instruction 
alone will not suffice for every situation. 

We have been part of a trend toward increased inter¬ 
action between professor and student. This recipro¬ 
city was new to us, and is still relatively new to the 
learning process. Initially we were cautious of it, ex¬ 
periencing a hesitancy which may have stemmed from 
the increased demands it makes on our ability as stu¬ 
dents. The transition from copying notes from a high 
school blackboard to developing and offering our own 
ideas was an exciting one, one which is still continuing. 
It grants an increasingly active role in our own educa¬ 
tion, a greater student identity in a multiversity environ¬ 
ment. 

The increased student participation in the decision¬ 
making, the recent opportunities to become part of poli¬ 
cy-making and administrative bodies, to achieve a posi¬ 
tion to comment on and criticize course outline has 
involved a concerted effort of a minority of concerned 
individuals on behalf of a majority of students. The re¬ 
sults of the structures initiated by them will be determin¬ 
ed to a large extent by those who will follow us within 
the coming terms. The changes which have been made 
have involved a degree of conflict. We have witnessed 
a breakdown of communication between two bodies of 
students, each pressing for changes, despite the value 
of the position and principles held by each. How this 
conflict is resolved will continue to affect us, whether 
or not we are directly involved. The problem remains 
one of building on and modifying the present structure 
while avoiding the turmoil which change embodies. 

Reviewing the scope of the time which I have spent at 
this university, this concept of change has been the 
one which has impressed me as most representative of 
our class as a whole. I have changed; you have changed; 
ourclassasa whole. I have changed; you have changed; 
the university has changed. Education is dynamic, not 
static, and movement involves change and advance¬ 
ment. I hope that you do not see convocation as your 
having achieved an end. Education must be a continu¬ 
ous path. Christina Rosetti asked: “Is there anything 
sadder than work left unfinished? Yes, work never be¬ 
gun”. Graduation, and a scroll, are meaningless unless 
we make active and creative use of them. This is our re¬ 
sponsibility to ourselves and to society. May we make 
of our respective futures a challenge, not a compromise.

! FCserves both as a regulating and co¬ 
ordinating body. It is a financially inde¬ 
pendent body with the administrative 
role minimized. 

IFC has traditionally supported and 
encouraged fraternity participation in 
all aspects of campus and community 
life. Along with Panhell, IFC planned 
thefirst Varsity Guest Weekend in con¬ 
junction with the Students’ Union. Indi¬ 
vidual fraternity members are actively 
involved today in planning and organiz¬ 
ing VGW and FIW. The fraternities un- 
dertheauspicesoflFCsponsor dances 
and a variety of other educational and 
cultural programs for the campus at 
large. Some examples worth mention¬ 
ing are Songfest, Sugarbush, “Greek 
Day”, IFC Rush Panel, public forums, 
anddebates.Throughstringentregula- 
tions and incentives such as Scholar¬ 
ship Funds and Awards, IFC promotes 
good scholarship. Evidence of this is 
provided by the results of a recent 
study which shows that 59% of frater¬ 
nity members “persist to graduation”, 
as compared to 47% for non-fraternity 
members. Through well organized pro¬ 
grams within the fraternities them¬ 
selves, the system has been able to 
keep its average above the all-mens’ 
average. 

The fraternity system has also actively 
supported such community projects 
as The United Community Fund, The 
Red Cross Blood Drive, The Heart 
Fund, SHARE, and The Poppy Fund 
through inter-fraternity competitions. 
Other forms of competition among the 
fraternities are represented by such 
activities as the IFC Hockey Tourna¬ 
ment and Curling Bonspeil.

The President's Message 


This is my tenth message to the students of The University of 


Alberta through the medium of the Evergreen and Gold. For this reason, and because 
it is written in the year of our Diamond Jubilee, I may perhaps be permitted to 
indulge in a retrospective glance, as well as looking to the present and the future. 


Ten years ago, in 1958-59, there were less than 5,000 students 


registered on this campus; this year they number over 15,000. The operating budget 
was just under $6,500,000 then; it is well over $50,000,000 this year. The value 
of the capital assets of the University then was about $22,500,000; today it is 
over $140,000,000. These figures are a somewhat crude measure of the growing 
importance of the University in the life of this community, as well as in the wider 
sphere of Canada and the world, and our growth may be expected to continue in the 
years ahead. 


A still better measure of the stature of a University is found 


in the calibre of its faculty and its students. Our faculty now numbers well over 
a thousand and among this number are many men and women who have truly international 
reputations in research and teaching. Their devotion to their students and to 
their academic or professional disciplines is one of the most important factors in 
making this University a place to which students and staff are attracted in rapidly 
growing numbers. 


I may suffer somewhat from prejudice in this matter, but in over 


thirty years on this campus I have found our students to be among the finest young 
men and women in the world. They have shown a high degree of competence in the 
management of the affairs of the Students' Union, and have gone out into the world 
well equipped and highly motivated for a life of service to mankind. 

The Class of 1969 will, I know, maintain the high standards of 
their predecessors, and I extend to them my best wishes. Hail and Farewell.

YEARBOOK MESSAGE 1968-69 


Student government at the University of Alberta has faced a contro¬ 
versial and challenging term of office this year, and has met the chal¬ 
lenge successfully. At a time when universities throughout the world 
have been disrupted by student unrest, U of A students have contin¬ 
ued to work responsibly and successfully for reforms within the 
university. 

At the beginning of my term of office as President, I outlined four 
major areas of challenge which faced the Students’ Union: at the uni¬ 
versity government level, the provincial level, the national level, and 
within student government itself. At the time of writing this message, 
our term of office is far from over, but I can report progress in each of 
the above areas. 

We have attempted this year to develop an integrated approach to 
student problems by defining problem areas, examining possible al¬ 
ternatives, and developing co-ordinated policies and programs within 
the context of long-range goals. 

UNIVERSITY GOVERNMENT: 

Student Representation: 

Within university government, we have greatly increased our influ¬ 
ence through expanded student representation on university com¬ 
mittees and governing bodies. In terms of participation in university 
government, University of Alberta students are in the forefront in Can¬ 
ada. We have succeeded this year in obtaining two representatives 
on the Board of Governors for the first time in the history of the Uni¬ 
versity. We have been assured that The Universities Act will be 
amended in the 1969 session of the Legislature to make this repre¬ 
sentation statutory. We also succeeded in breaking through the sec¬ 
recy which has always shrouded university policy-making by influ¬ 
encing General Faculty Council to open its meetings to the public and 
the press. As well, student membership on the Senate was increased 
from two to seven students. 


Students' Union representation on working Committees of the Uni¬ 
versity has been extended to include major policy committees such 
as the Academic Planning, Campus Development, and University 
Planning Committees. 

This year, for the first time, student representatives have been elected 
to several Faculty Councils and many departments are recognizing 
the value of student participation in decision-making. With the Stu¬ 
dents' Union working on the over-all university level, and faculty and 
departmental groups working within their specific areas of interest, 
students can now participate in the formulation of policy at all levels of 
university government. 

Communication: 

One of the major problems within a large university is a lack of com¬ 
munication among students and professors. This year, with the sup¬ 
port of General Faculty Council, the Students’ Union is conducting 
Seminars on the University during cancelled class time. These Semi¬ 
nars will involve all students and faculty in seminar discussions about 
university issues and have as their objective the improvement of 
faculty-student rapport. We hope that the atmosphere of communi¬ 
cation established at these seminars will pervade the classroom in 
the future. 

Quality of Education: 

The Students’ Union has supplemented this newly-acquired repre¬ 
sentation and this developing communication with projects designed 
to improve the quality of education offered at the University of 
Alberta. Through the expanded Course Evaluation Guide, the Aca¬ 
demic Grievance Committee, the Academic Relations Committee, 
and investigations of curriculum and study experiments, students 
have contributed to the academic welfare of their peers, to the im¬ 
provement of academic standards and to the emphasis of humaniza¬ 
tion of the University. 

Improved Conditions at the University: 

Through investigation committees and student representatives on 
University Committees, the Students’ Union has participated in 
decision-making concerning the supportive student facilities at the 
University: Housing and Food Services, Student Counselling, Librar¬ 
ies, and Health Services have all been examined with an eye to mak¬ 
ing them better serve the needs of students. As well, plans for a much- 
needed parking structure near the Students’ Union Building are well 
underway. 

PROVINCIAL LEVEL: 

At the provincial level, the second area of challenge I mentioned 
above, the Students’ Union and its provincial organization, the Alberta 
Association of Students, have made considerable progress. The phi¬ 
losophy and policies of university financing have been thoroughly 
investigated, as has the Students’ Assistance program. Several meet¬ 
ings were held with Cabinet Ministers at which, among other topics of 
concern, amendments to The Universities Act and the Liquor Control 
Act were discussed in detail. 

In our continued effort to look beyond the university and our involve¬ 
ment here as students, we have expanded our High School Visitation 
Program. This program seeks to make Alberta high school students 
aware of the opportunities available in post-secondary education, and 
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provides an important link between the university and the community. 

NATIONAL LEVEL: 

On the national level, the third level of challenge, the Students’ Union 
escalated its efforts to re-examine and exert pressure for reform on 
the Canadian Union of Students. As well, we expanded our co-opera¬ 
tion and communication with other national groups and other stu¬ 
dents’ unions. The Canadian Union of Students took a militant left-wing 
line and discredited itself in the eyes of the public and of Canadian 
students. At least a dozen universities withdrew from CUS this year, 
seriously weakening its influence as a so-called “representative” voice 
of Canadian students. 

At the national level, we also worked with government officials and 
Members of Parliament in attempts to hold the line on interest rates for 
Canadastudentloans, togain assistance for ourstudenthousing project, 
and to gain exemption from federal sales tax. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT: 

The fourth area of challenge this year and perhaps the most impor¬ 
tant, was within student government itself. We faced the need of re¬ 
organizing the Students’ Union to make student government more 
representative and more effective at meeting the needs of an expand¬ 
ing student population. Existing student government arrangements 
promoted the centralization of student politics, but with the fantastic 
growth of the campus in the past few years, substantial decentraliza¬ 
tion was necessary to secure educational improvement and achieve 
genuinely effective student participation in governance. 

We have begun a decentralizing process to the faculty level while 
maintaining the central student government as a forum for discussion, 
an agency for research and assessment of University policies, and the 
instrument for injecting student viewpoints and representatives into 
the process of campus-wide policy-making. Our main concern has 
been to establish a structure and an atmosphere in which student ini¬ 
tiative and creativity will flourish and in which student government 
can be both responsible and representative. 

We have also worked to change the orientation of the Students’ Union 
from activities to issues, by providing opportunities for the explora¬ 
tion of ideas with speakers, debates, forums, and teach-ins. Freshman 
Introduction Week and Varsity Guest Weekend became more acade¬ 
mic, and undertook to introduce prospective students to the realities 
of university life, rather than to the frivolities. Freshman Orientation 
Seminars developed from a pilot project to a full-time program which 
will provide all prospective freshmen with an opportunity to become 
orientated to the university and what it offers before they register as 
students. 

Because of the current unrest at other universities, and the changing 
status of the student, we felt that the rights and freedoms of students 
within the university needed to be clarified. A Commission was esta¬ 
blished to investigate this area and to present recommendations for a 
Student Bill of Rights. In addition, the role of the Student Discipline 
Board has been examined to bring it up to date with changing 
conditions. 

A special Commission on Liquor Use examined the rules and enforce¬ 
ment procedures governing the use of liquor on the campus with a 
view to obtaining amendments to provincial legislation and a realistic 
policy on liquor use on the campus. 


The Housing Commission of the Students’ Union continued to work 
towards our goal of student-owned and operated housing units by 
carrying out surveys, research, and feasibility studies. Progress in 
this area is imminent and is sorely needed to combat the serious stu¬ 
dent housing shortage. 

And we began plans to expand the new Students’ Union building 
which opened only last year! With the university enrolment expected 
to double within a decade, we must look ahead to the facilities and 
structures our successors will require. 

The Students’ Union is a corporation with an operating budget this 
year of over $800,000.00 and assets of over $4,700,000.00. We can 
report significant progress in the behind-the-scenes administrative 
and financial policies and procedures which keep the “corporation" 
running smoothly. Many of the services offered by the Students’ 
Union were also further developed in 1968-69. A great deal of the cre¬ 
dit for this developement and improvement must be given to Marvin 
Swenson, the General Manager of the Students’ Union and his full¬ 
time staff. 

I have mentioned many of our successes and the areas in which we 
have made progress in 1968-69. We have also made mistakes, but 
we have learned from our errors. In only one area do I have a sense 
of disappointment which I know many others share: we have been 
disturbed by the attitudes of a small number of our fellow students 
whose major goal has been to disrupt the university and to discredit 
the Students' Union. They have criticized unfairly, and they have done 
nothing constructive to eliminate the problems about which they are 
concerned. It has not been possible to work with this small but voci¬ 
ferous group who call themselves “Students for a Democratic Univer¬ 
sity” in a spirit of reason and intelligent discussion, and for this I feel 
a deep regret. However, it is fair to say that the rest of us have been 
able to confront the issues which face us while still developing the 
tolerance to accept and consider viewpoints different from our own. 
I wish to take this opportunity to thank the hundreds of students who 
contributed positively to the advancement of student concerns. Their 
fine efforts have resulted in the successes which were registered in 
almost every area of activity during the past year and which vindica¬ 
ted our belief that if we proceed responsibly to make our needs and 
concerns as students effectively known, our representations will be 
met with respect and careful consideration. 

I would also like to thank the many members of the administration and 
faculty whose co-operation and genuine interest in the welfare of stu¬ 
dents contributes to the essence of our educational experience. 

I wish to pay special tribute to President Johns who is retiring as Pre¬ 
sident this year after guiding the university through a critical stage 
of developement and expansion. Dr. Johns has always been a friend 
of students and a devoted worker for the good of the University. 

In closing I would like to thank my fellow students for the opportunity 
of tackling the challenges which the Students’ Union presented this 
year. I appreciated your support and your fellowship, and I wish each 
one of you all the best in your future endeavors.

Here you are, in THE faculty, set for the 
greatest time of your life. Right? Of course it is, 
providing that you don’t actually think about it, 
because then you may discover that, like anything 
else, there are really two sides to the issue. You 
may start to hear a little voice asking unsettling 
questions, like: “What AM I doing here?” 

Medicine is not really the challenge you ori¬ 
ginally thought it was, although there is some sort of 
challenge: how much time is left after 8 to 10 
hours of classes, 4 to 5 hours of studies and clinical 
work, and 5 hours of sleep? Later, in the cynical 
years of your training (or is it clinical? — is there 
even a difference?), the Voice returns to tell you 
of having to “lose your identity and conform” — 
which means getting a haircut (even after all those 
years), shaving (your whole face), and strangling 
yourself with a tie (we’ll get someone to show you 
what one looks like). The rationale behind this is 
that you’re not actually losing anything, you’re 
just exchanging it — theoretically, you get some¬ 
thing better. 

Still later, that obnoxious little voice may 
imply (and for no apparent reason) that what 
you’ve REALLY got yourself into is not the Hu¬ 
manities course you wanted to think Medicine 


was, but the technical trade you tried to pretend it 
wasn’t. But this is ridiculous. You know very well, 
from reading such works as Peyton Place (where 
it was the doctor who was the real hero!) that 
doctors know and understand their patients, and 
that they deal with them as people rather than 
merely as problems. Even Trousseau pointed this 
out: II n’y a pas de maladies; il n’y a que des 
malades.” 

What can you do about this apparently 
dreadful state of affairs? REVOLT! through the 
Medical Undergraduate Society’s student repre¬ 
sentative on Faculty Committees. You can coax 
the Faculty to educate you as a whole person, by 
using Sensitivity Training, by changing pre-Med 
into a B.A. plan, and by taking some Humanities 
courses in Medicine. Also, you can get involved — 
both in Students’ Union activities and MUS 
activities — the latter because it’s you people 
who make the Med Show, Banquet, Ball, Fall 
Party, Bavarian Beer Fest, exchange with the 
other Medical schools, Mediscope, and even the 
Med Yearbook (complete with pictures of the 
Undergrads!). And it’s these activities that help 
make Medicine what it is. 

Then, for those of you who choose to take, 
rather than leave, Medicine, look beyond these 
seemingly insurmountable frustrations and experi¬ 
ence what Medicine really can be.

The Graduating Class appears small this year, but since Pharmacy has been made a four 
year program these graduates are the students who elected to take the optional fourth 
year of specialization in Pharmacy Administration, Hospital Pharmacy, or Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry. The Class of 1970 will be the first graduates in the new program. 

A modernization of some courses will more adequately prepare the new pharmacist for 
the working world. Also, the major practical tie was formerly supplied by a twelve month 
internship in a hospital or retail pharmacy. The more fortunate students were allowed to 
become familiar with the dispensary, but some others felt they were given insufficient 
time in the dispensary. Internship, as a prerequisite for licensing with the Alberta 
Pharmaceutical Association, is now being amended to one hundred and twenty hours 
during the fourth year. Each student will undergo a standard training in both hospital and 
retail pharmacy dispensaries, followed by an examination. 

To help foster a greater understanding between faculty and students, a Mason committee 
has been established comprised of three faculty members and a student from each year. 
This council meets to discuss problems of common concern ranging from the new fourth 
year curriculum to a proposed reinstatement of a student common room. 

Pharmacy is currently passing through a transitional period for the purpose of designing 
courses which will instill a more professional attitude in the students. We are happy to 
say that progress is now apparent.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF SUMMER SCHOOL 


1921 — Two years ago, by an arrangement with the Provincial Department of Education, a 
few courses were informally offered during the summer under the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. There were 17 or 18 students. The work gradually increased, and in the second 
summer there were 35 students, and this year 75. 


1946 — In 1944, the Department of Education decided that the responsibility for the 
training of teachers should be placed upon University shoulders. Hence a single integrated 
summer school in 1944, and hence a suddenly expanded Faculty of Education in the 
University in 1945. The department of Education retains an interest only in the certification 
of teachers trained by the University and in the basic principles and practices of teacher 
training generally. 


1956 — The Summer Session of 1956 was a memorable one. There were approximately 120 
students registered in the School of Graduate Studies. Another 200 were enrolled in the 
Emergency Teacher Training Program. Thirty teachers registered for the non-credit 
course in Indian and Eskimo Education, and 70 principals enjoyed the workshop-type 
“Leadership Course for School Principals”. 


1967 — The new Students’ Union Building is the center of the many and varied activities of 
the Summer program. Enrolment 3,900. 


Today — A formal request has been made to have Summer Session Students represented 
on the General Faculty Council. Arrangements are being made for development of Trailer 
Court facilities for the use of University Students and Staff. Consensus of Summer Session 
Students indicates that considerations should be given to modifying pre-session study 
requirements.
